Dr. Vincent Du Vigneaud, of the 
department of bio-chemistry, pre- 
sented a paper at the organic sym- 
posium of the American Chemical 
Society at Rochester, and spoke at 
the joint meeting of the ‘Toronto 
Biochemical Society and Toronto 
Bitx-hemical Association recently. 
These are regarded as distinctive 
honors in the fields of biochemHry. 

He reviewed the recent develop- 
ments in Ihe held of hormones at 
the biennial symposium of the 
American Chemical Society. ’ 

At the joint meeting of the To- 
ronto groups. Dr. Du Vigneaud 
spoke on the research work that 
has been earned on here Ir) regard 
to the chemistry and metabolism of 
homo-cy, Stine and related sulphur 
compounds. 

Du Vigneaud and his student, L. 
W. Butz, were the first to isolate 
the compound of homo-cystine, and 
his talk al Toronto covered Ihe dis- 
covery of this compound, its chem- 
ical structure, and synthesis. 

In Rochester he spoke on the 
work being done here on the chem- 
' istry 'Of insulin and the pituitary 
I gland, and the amazing new de- 
velopments in the chemistry and 
I physiological significance of * sex 
I hormones. 

I In the last few years. Dr. Du 
I Vigneaud stated, a number of sex 
hormones have been isolated in 
crystalline form, and It is now pos- 
sible to produce certain of them 
artificially in the laboratory from 
otherwise inert substances.

than other campus activities. Rut 1 do not bdieve 
that low scholarship is confined to these activities. 

It is unreasoiij^ble to think that while students 
engaged in publications and athletics frequently do 
not have required grades, at the same time all mem- 
bers of the Student Council, the Fiesta organiza- 
tion and the other one hundred or so activities on 
campus do have sufficient scholarship index. Any- 
way. 1 have other suspicions. 

'I'he truth -is, publications and athletics are 
checked on carefully by a responsible officer of the 
University, while other organizations Mem to run 
wild. T^he Graduate Manager of Publications 
keeps track of those engaged in publications and a 
gang of physical ed. directors keeps the athletes' 
scholarship on a high plane. 

Hut who checks the scholgrship of independent-— 
by independent 1 mean not upder general supervi- 
sion of a faculty officer — organizations such as the 
Student Council? Apparently no one does. 

And I think it time that some uniformity of ob- 
servance of this requirement .be adopted. 

According to T'he Catalogue Issue of the George 
IVashington Univel-sity Bulletin, which ought to be 
about as official as we can get, a student in Junior 
College or in Columbian College goes “on proba- 
tion” when his index drops below 2.0 and when on 
probation is not eligible to participate in activities. 

^.Certainly the requirements should be enforced 
as to every organization on campus or the require- 
ments should be changed. (Personally I’m in favor 
of the latter — I believe a person who has grades 
enough to stay in school should be permitted to par- 
ticipate in activities.)' Rut ope course or the other 
should be puraifd-^uniformity or change. 

With the addition of Professor Henry G. Rob- 
erts, a young man with some foresight and kjiowl- 
edge of student activities as they exist at this school 
today, to the Student Life Committee, we* may ex- 
pect something on this score from that guiding and 
protecting body — a body which seems to date to 
have done nothing or^ its own initiative, so far as 
^'holarship eligibility goes, except try to evade tlie 
issue entirely. 

'I'hen, too, we have a “Clommittee on Eligibility” 
of which Professor Arthur Johnson is chairman 
which can probably be counted on to contribute a 
bit towards getting this Mattel* equiuUy adjuatod.

Collier Articlcf University Sets A Precedent 
Hits Viewpoint 
Of Legal Mind 


l#w Review Story Evinfiee 
Surprige at Shifting 
Opinion* 

In the current edition of The 
George Washington Lkw Review, 
Prof. Charles S. Collier deplores 
“the preverse ingenuity often 
shown by the Judicial mind In ar^ 
riving cheerfully at the concluelon 
that no legal power whatever on 
subJacts of immense ' practical Im- 
portance Is vested in the one 
branch of the government that 
can effectively exercise it, under 
acluai circumstances”.' 

Further along in his article 
“Judicial Bootstraps and the Gen- 
ernl’ Welfare Clause -The AAA 
Opinion”, Professor Collier sug- 
gests a solution for the judicially- 
made obstruction to Federal ac" 
tion, based on his conclusion that 
“there Is no ground for supposing 
that the framers of the Constitu- 
tion Intended to mark out a vast 
held In which neither the state 
nor the nation could act effec- 
tively”. 

Professor Collier, who Is visiting 
professor of law at the University 
of. Wisconsin this semester, alto 
remarked that he Is "surprised to 
observe the nonchalance with 
which ... a thousand lawyers 
have applauded the ruling of t|ie 
Court, not one of whom can quote 
one single prior. decision from, out 
of orte hundred and slxty-slX years 
of Supreme Court history that ade- 
quately sustains or corroborates 
the ruling in the Hoosac Mills case, 
as to the scope of judical jurisdic- 
tion to review the constitutionality I 
of federal appropriations”.

, SPverai .of the Medical School 
faculty were tested 'for the! "Berger

This ■ was 
done by attaching moist* electrodes 
to the scalp and vrunnlng from each 
a wire to a radio amplifying .hook- 
up which recorded wave vibraUons 
6n a connpeted oscillograph. 4^'hiie 
apme of the subjects showed pro- 
nduncerf ’'Berger rhythm*’, several 
recorded none at' all. .... 

'Berger rhythm are hellved to 
arise In the occipHal. cortex or the 
visual center of the brain as U has 
been found that these waves tre 
increased -when the eyes are closed 
and (he subiedt 'U Klaxe'd. Brain
